(Fro m Pa g e One) 
where a lov e of life and a desire 
for lu x u ry and power tharted 
the efforts of the followers of 
Christianity t-o gain a foothold. 
“All o f these natio ns hav e 


gone,” the Rev . Mr. Stephenson 
continu ed, “bu t they left u s leg­ 
acies which we can’t escape. The 
fight of Christianity throu gh the 
ages has been against these 
three characteristics.” 
We hav e observ ed in ou r life­ 
time how materialism has at­ 
tempted to thw art the adv ance 
of Christianity , the speaker add­ 
ed. 
The word religion, he said, 
came after Christ to describe the 
ex perience of finding the Chris­ 
tian life. Jesu s said that he had 
come to giv e life, the speaker 
pointed ou t. 
“The period throu gh which we 
are passing, that has brou ght 
misery , anx iety and worry to the 
world, is not the will of God,” 
the Rev .

(JP) — Re­ 
publican demands for “national 
solvency” and democratic insis­ 
tence that legislators no longer 
are “rubber stamps” for the 
president started through con­ 
gress today a tax bill estimated 
to raise anything from $118,000,- 
000 to $901,500,000 a year. 
Secretary Mogenthau supplied 
the initial push by submitting to 
the house ways and means com­ 
mittee estimates of what would 
be produced by applying various 
tax rates to individual and cor­ 
poration incomes and to inher­ 
itance and gifts. 
The White 
House proposed these wealth 
levies and intimated today they 
should be the lime of the ses­ 
sion’s tax legislation. 
In all, 29 committee schedules 
were returned to that group 
with requested treasury esti­ 
mates and the comment from 
Morgenthau that “they are de­ 
vised td draw on accumulations 
of wealth and income which, for 
the most part, have been derived 
from nation-wide activities.” 
The lowest schedule would tax 
income between $100,000 and 
$150,000 at 58 per cent as cdm- 
pared with the present 56, and 
income over $7,500,000 at 84 per 
cent against the present 63 per 
cent. 
The highest would tax 
$100,000 incomes 60 per cent and 
increase to 94 per cent on income 
over $10,000,000. 
Corporation income levies were 
within a range of 10 per cent on 
those under $2,000 to 17£ per 
cent on those over $1,000,000 as 
against the present flat 13| per 
cent. 
The stiffest inheritance levies 
would range upward from 4 per 
cent on $50,000—$60,000 to 84.24 
per cent on $300,000 — $500,000 
and mount to 57 per cent on all. 
over $10,000,000.
